Notwithstanding the lesser number of cattle 
on offer here this week, market was domi- 
nated by a quieter and weaker tone through- 
out. In the early stages of business finished 
qualities of cattle were placed somewhere 
rear previous values, due, no doubt, to 
scarcity, but subsequently, after nine o clock, 
matters took a siower, if not an actually 
idle, turn. At all events, fewer buyers were 
ia evidence after that hour, and opening 
prices could not be repeated. Ultimately it 
was found that entrants of cattle were in ex- 
cess of trade practicable, and closing terms 
might be reckoned a good ls. to 2s. per cwt. 
down over the day s proceedings. In point 
of quality, the beast gathering was but of 
moderate character, and even the very small 
percentage of outstanding merit were none 
too anxiously bid for; in fact, market this 
week experienced quite an unexpected and 
sharp check in volume of support, and values 
further depressed—this, too, in the face of a 
very substantial falling off in supplhes. When 
we mention that nearly half the market was 
still unsold coming up to ten o'clock and 
poor prospects of making any material 
further progress in sales, the shrinkage in 
business may be tolerably well measured. 
There was a yeritable dry up in Scotch trade. 
Very cautious selections in the bullock line 
fer London, but Laneashire support was fair 
for suitable steers anW heifers at the lower 
plices ruling. Exporters still find it difficult 
to buy here owing,to ail leading English 
markets being glutted with cattle. Beef cows 
were again a disappointing sale, and. although 
there were less numbers to deal with, buyers 
were slow to bid under the circumstances. 
Salesmen were obliged to accept 1s. per cwt. 
Jess for the prime classes, while secondary 
and rengher sorts were bid for at prices 
which owners were not prepared to accept, 
with the result there was another big carry- 
over of these classes. Prime shorthorn cattle, 
34s. to S6s., extra 37s.

SHEEP AND LAMBS.—Supplies to nis 
market were 1,555 head more than last week.

TWO YEARS’ SENTENCE IN

DISPUTE OVER TRADE 
UNION CARD. 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 

Patrick Dunne (48), a casual labourer, living 
in St. Augustine street, wag sent to prison for 
fourteen davs, with hard labour, for com- 
mitting a serious assault on Michael Derham, 
a timekeeper in the employment of the Dublin 
Corporation, on the morning of the 22nd ult.

RELIEF OFFICE ROW. 

William Feeney (50), a casnal gardener, with 
an address in Elliott place, was sent to prison 
for fourteen days on a charge of breaking a 
pane of glass, value 28s. in the offices of the 
Relief Department, Chatham street, on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, by striking with his fist. 

Richard Doody, relief officer, said that 
when Feeney came to the relief office on the 
previous afternoon he was drunk, and said 
that he got the drink from an ex-soldier. He 
left the office and returned later, when he 
was informed that, because he was under the 
influence of drink, he would not be given 
a relief ticket. He then made a noisy pro- 
test, and said he had two children, which was 
not true. 

The defendant said that he had been 
calling at the relief office for over a week, and 
when he found thal he could not get relief 
he lost his temper and smashed the glass. 


EARLY MORNING STREET SCENE. 

Patrick Curley, alias Patrick. Kelly, alias 
Patrick Goulding, a 45-year-old man, de- 
scribed as a pensioner, was remanded in cus- 
tody for a week on a charge of loitering and 
resisting arrest in Thomas street in the early 
hours of yesterday morning. 

Guard 76 A said that the prisoner lay down 
and said that he would not go unless he was 
taken in a motor car. The Guard took him up 
and carried him in his arms until he met a 
second Guard, who helped to bring Curley 
to the station.

. autumn, and there can be little doubt 
that it 1s the time of fruits. Pears 
apples abound just now, and grapes must 
have had a good season in France and Spain, 
since even in a Northern country like ours 
white grapes are cheap. 

Rows of prettily-plumaged birds are on 
view in the poultereis’. ‘There are wild duck, 
teal, golden plover, green plover, cock and 
hen pheasants, woodcock, snipe, widgeon, 
grouse. Partridge is missing from the 
Dublin poulterer’s shop at present owing to 
the law passed in 1930 that these birds were 
to be close game for two years. 

Game ought to be welcomed in Irish house- 
holds ; for, after all, our ordinary cooking 
ofers little variety, and such a list of birds 
at low prices guarantees a break in the 
usual monotony. 

Pheasant is one of the most excellent types 
of bird, and chefs have devoted much of 
their skill to its cooking since early days. 
Some of these recipes, such as Faisan au 
/ucullus, are, perhaps, rather too elaborate 
for an everyday dish, involving, as they do, 
the use of truffles and the intestines of snipe 
or woodcock. Indeed, Brillat Savarin, with 
bom this recipe originated, says that it is 
fi. for beings better than men! 


A Pheasant Recipe. 


But the following recipe ought to he 
found suitable for the average house! id, 
the only ingredient that is at all costly 
teing a ulass of sherry :— 

_ Pick, draw and singe the pheasant, truss 
it as for roasting, and fill it with forcemeat 
prepared as follows:—Wash the liver of the 
bird and fry it in hot fat until done, mince 
it finely, pound into a mortar, mix with it 
two tablespoonfuls of finely minced ham, three 
mushrooms chopped small, a minced shallot, 
a teaspoonful of chopped parsley, a little 
pepper and salt, and half an ounce of fresh 
butter. 

Mix these ingredients thoroughly and bind 
them together with the yolk of an egg. 
Cover the breast of the bird with thin slices 
of fat bacon tied on securely with twine, 
and roast before a clear fire.

market must often get a jerk when, 
after all the fuss of the buying and killing, 
his ** best back rashers arrive on many a 
table in a state of chill and grease. 

In this country bacon is as usual on the 
breakfast table as 1s the morning newspaper ! 
In consequence its manner of cooking has 
scemehow lapsed into the almost inevitable 
‘ try on the pan.” in most cases this 
results in’ a considerable joss in food value 
and a discoloured appearance, both of which 
would be avoided if the bacon was toasted 
ov baked in a fireproof dish. Modern gas 
and electric cookers are fitted with very 
efficient grillers, or, faihng these, a toasting 
fork and a nice red fire can do good work. 
If bacon is toasted on bread the latter Will 
catch all extra “ juice,’ but care should be 
taken to really cook the meat, otherwise it 1s 
most indigestible. For vartety just try your 
morning sausage and bacon in this way :—- 

Butter a fireproof dish; remove the rind 
from the required number of rashers, and lay 
them lengthwise on another dish. Take an 
equal number of sausages, and remove the 
skin by pressing it firmly between the fingers 
and thumbs. Place the contents of each 
sausage in cork shape on each rasher, and 
roll the bacon neatly around it. When all 
are rolled place them, standing fat side up, 
in the fireproof dish, and cover with lid. 
Cook in a hot oven for fifteen minutes, or 
until the bacon is_ cooked. 

This method of cooking has the double ad- 


£ amour propre of even the most self- 


giving piping hot service, Should eggs be re- 
quired, the bacon and sausage rolls should 
be placed around the sides of the dish, and 
placed in a hot oven. After ten minutes the 
eggs can be broken gently into the centre of 
the dish, which is then replaced in a slightly 
cooler oven for five minutes. A server re- 
sembling a fish slicer should be used to serve 
these eggs. 

This is considered an ideal way in which 
to vary the breakfast menu. 


Wool JYecklaces. 

For wear with soft wool frocks or sports 
suits there are necklaces made of large, silver- 
coloured metal beads, and skeins of fine 
coloured wool, of darning thickness.

Money in Old Parchments. 


A few days a well-spoken individual 
called at my house (writes a correspon- 
dent) with a bundle of old parchments 
which he offered for sale. He explained 
that they were old wills and other official 
documents, which had a historic value 
by reason of their contents and signatures. © 
Conversation elicited the fact that there 
is something of a market in these old 
manuscripts, and many collectors can be 
found willing to purchase likely speci- 
mens. OJd court rolls from various 
manors easily se]! for up to twenty pounds 
apiece; marriage settlements frequently 
bear the signatures of important people, 
and it is not so very unusual to find a 
really historic autograph on an old lease. 
Seals as well as signatures, give these 
an added value. My correspondent was 
told of a collector who picked up a beau- 
tiful little Charter of Henry IIT., with a 
perfect seal three inches long, for about 
ten pounds some time ago, and a docu- 
ment of James II. for a similar amount. 
‘America, it appears, is a good market for 
such wares. Americans take a great in- 
terest in pedigrees, and old parchments 
containing lists of pedigrees are always 
welcomé if the buver thinks he is in any 
way cormected with the names or families 
in question. 

Those who contemplate getting rid of 
masses of old parchments would be wel! 
advised to have them carefully examined 
before doing so. .Apart from mere anti- 
quarian interest, some piece may now 
have a value quite independent of ta 
original purpose. I happen to know of 
an instance where, not long ago, a couple 
of boxes of old deeds were sold as waste 
paper at five shillings a box. One of the 
boxes contained a late thirteenth century 
manuscript which almost immediately 
fetched. over twenty pounds.

Artists and the Coon. 


A friend, who is by way of being an 
expert in astronomical matters, tells me 
that the moon in its first quarter appears 
in a different position at sunset in the 
different zones, and that these variations 
are but rarely observed by artists. They, 
being accustomed to inserting a new moon 
in a picture in the most artistic position, 
often transgress the laws of nature, as 
the horns of the crescent moon must 
always point in a definite direction, de- 
pending primarily on the latitude of the 
observer. In the north temperate zone 
the crescent moon, as seen just after 
sunset, always points upwards and to the 
left. In the southern temperate zone the 
reverse is true, while in the tropics the 
horns point almost directly upwards. 
When the waning moon rises in the morn- 
ing it is the reverse of the new crescent 
moon as viewed in the same latitude.

BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE prospect of the Government's 
having a special rate of sixpence in 
the pound imposed on the City of Belfast 
for the cost of police is not a very pleasant 
one, and there are signs of discontent 
everywhere. It is stated that the charge 


will be about £42,000 a year, and this | 


seems a very large sum for a city of less 
than half-a-million inhabitants, especially 
as the Royal Ulster Constabulary is a 
semi-military force, over which the 
Corporation has no control. 
the estimates, the Constabulary will cost, 
including allowances and extras, over 
£845,000 this year for the whole of the 
province, the rate of pay being generous, 
even for so efficient a body of men. The 
and wages range from £1,750 a 
vear for the inspector-general down to £3 
10s. to £4 15s. a week for constables. 
Sergeants get from £5 to £5 12s. a week, 
and sixty-four head-constables between 
them receive over £22,000. 

Naturally, the best of men is 
attracted to. the force, and as a result the 
R.U.C. will compare favourably with any 
other body of a similar nature. In 
addition to the above figures there are 
allowances; but, on the other hand, there 
has been a cut in rates of pay, due to the 
economic axe. 

The Belfast Corporation is not going to 
allow an extra rate to be inflicted on the 
ratepayers without strenuous opposition, 
particularly as its economies in other 
directions would be nullified by such a 
charge.

DISAPPOINTING FISHERIES. 


Although we had ‘“‘record’’ catches of 
herring at Kilkee! and glong the Antrim 
coast recently, the season for the 1930 
period, as a whole, has been disappoint- 
ing, while the results from the sea fisheries 
have shown no improvement on those of 
the previous year. It is stated in the 
report just issued by the Northern 
Ministry of Commerce that the landings 
from the sparse herring shoals of the 
summer were not at any time, after sup- 
plying the fresh market, sufficient to keep 
the curing stations working to full 
capacity; but this unsatisfactory state 
of affairs was set off by the excellent 
catches of the white fish section of the 
industry. 

Strangely enough, the financial yield 
from the white fish was some £2,000 more 
than in 1929, although there was a fall 
of some fifty tons in the total landings. 
The total landings of herrings during the 
period under review in Northern Ireland 
amounted to 37,710 ewt., valued at 
£22,042, as compared with 45,379 cwt., 
valued at £22,720, in the previous year. 

As pointed out from time to time in 
this column, the shoals of herrings are

gradually changing their feeding quarters 
from Scotland to the North of Ireland, 
and suggestions have been put forward 
for the establishment of curing stations 
at Portrush and Ballycastle, so that full 
advantage may be taken of the abundance 
when it comes, as it did a few vecks ago. 
No doubt, these proposals will receive 
sympathetic consideration from the 
Ministry of Commerce in due course. 


MILK “WAR” SETTLEMENT ? 


The milk “war” .in Belfast is still 
proceeding, but, of course, the principal 
activities of the campaign are taking 
place in the country districts, where 
supplies are held up by the farmers. 
It is gratifying to notice that the 
farmers have offered, for voluntary distri- 
bution, free supplies to all deserving and 
necessitous cases, while requests from 
medical men for milk for their patients 
have also been honoured. Both producers 
and retailers are anxious for a settlement 
of the dispute, and negotiations are to 
take place to-day with that object in 
view, 

In the meantime the hovcott has heen 
tightaned, and it is stated bv the Secre- 
tary of the Farmers’ Union that the city 
is virtually milkless, and will remain so 
until the retailers realise that the pro- 
ducers are going to fight to a finish. 
(Certainly the farmers have not wasted 
their energies in talk, and roads and lanes 
blocked to traffic by trees and barricades 
have given eloquent proof of their inten- 
tions. Moreover, the slogan, ‘* Push 
‘Ulster’ As at present finding 
expression in pushing the milk down the 
gutters—hundreds of gallons having been 
wasted in this way—while some patriots 
are protesting against Free State milk 
being brought in for Northern Ireland 
children to drink. 


BIG DECLINE IN TILLAGE. 


Goods. 


Within recent years there has been a 
serious decline in tillage in the Six 
Counties, due to unprofitable crops and 
the better prospects for the disposal of 
live-stock at remunerative prices. The 
potato slump had a strong effect in this 
direction, although experts warped growurs 
that, with the possible decrease of cultiva- 
tion of this crop in Great Britain, there 
might be improved opportunities for Irish 
farmers in supplying the cross-Channel 
markets. With depression lying heavily 
along the countryside, however, other 
views prevailed, and the decrease in tillage 
still continues. 

Thus we find that in 1931 “there has 
been a decrease of 2,091 acres in the area 
planted with potatoes as compared with 
the previous year, while, on the other 
hand, the potato area in Great Britain 
this year shows an increase of 22,200 
acres. Furthermore, in the estimated 
figures given for the Free State there is 
an increase of 1,000 acres in the area 
planted with potatoes. The total area 
grown with potatoes in Northern Ireland 
is 134,203 acres, and of this some 98.755 
acres are under varieties immune to black 
scab or wart disease. With prices favour. 
able to the farmers, those who increased 
their tillage this year are benefiting by 
their foresight. 


DISFIGURING THE LANDSCAPE 


The scenic beauties of Portstewart and 
the surrounding district are well known 
and appreciated, and anything that mars 
that fair prospect is te be deplored. 
Nevertheless, the approaches to some of 
the most picturesque spots in the North 
are disfigured by unsuitable huts and ugly 
structures, and it is intended to put a 
stop to the erection of such dwellings. 

Attention was drawn to the question 
at a meeting of Portstewart Urban 
Council this week, the Town Clerk re- 
gretting that the Town-Planning Act had 
not been put into force ten years ago. 
He mentioned that, as a result of the 
failure to pass by-laws to prevent 
‘‘ monstrosities ” from being erected on 
the coast road, the views were spoiled by 
unsightly railway carriages and huts 
scattered like rabbit hutches all over the

HE opéning meeting of the Gaelic 
ie Society of the session in Trinity College 

Dublin, was held yesterday afternoon in 
the Regent House, Mr. Eamon O'Toole pre- 
siding, when Mr. M. N. Hartnell, Anditor, 
read a paper on “Irish Prospects.”’ 

Mr. Hartnell said that the best way to 
ensure the country’s well-being is to ensure 
the purity of political life. The politician 
must not lead his people into the clouds 
and play hazardous stakes with their future 
and security, nor must he hesitate to secure 
the fair and just treatment of all classes and 
creeds by some judicious experimenting, 


PARTITION. 


The greatest evil which distracts this 
country is the evil of partition, because it 
divides our people into two sections, and 
prevents that free intercourse which leads 
to a better understanding and an apprecia- 
tion of the motives which actuate both 
sections. It seems somewhat of a shock 


for the foreigner to discover that the people 
of the six counties were at different periods 
the most steadfast of the Irish people in 
their demand for independence from Eng- 
land. The old racial nonsense has long since 
been knocked on the head. We belong to 
the same nation, in that we have mutual 
interests which maka co-operation almost a 
necessity, N vbody could now believe that 
the hard-working Northerner is infinitelv 
superior to his Southern compatriot in the 
qualities of hard work and business instincts. 

Mr. Hartnell said that he believed that 
the Northerner had a fear of Dublin—a fear 
of domination by those whose outlook: in 
many ways differed írom bás own. ‘That fear 
could only be dispelled by our display of 
impartiality and fair government on this side 
of the border. But could Ulster alwavs 
rely upon. fair play from England? Would 
the British Parliament take a lively and 
intimate interest in their affairs? Ulster 
could not fail to perceive that her representa- 
tives would have, proportionally speaking, « 
much greater weight in the Dublin Parlia- 
ment than they have in Westminster. They 
believed, however, that this disadvantage 
was more than counterbalanced by their 
belief that Westminster would never try to 
tamp&r with the ideals or the views of the 
majoritv. They declared that theey could 
not trust themselves similarly to Dublin. 
because policies change with politicians, and 
ideals are sometimes twisted so as to sub 
serve the ends of politicians. They have no 
guarantee, he said, as we in the light of 
our historv must grant them, that such a 
union might not come to be the union of 
the shark with his prey. In other words. 
oer fear that we might avenge our past cn 
them 

Uister's effort to maintain herself without 
the Free State is suicidal, and militates 
against the well-being and prosperity of the 
ordinary people. The real difficulty with the 
North is want of trust in Southern Ireland. 
The old belief in the intolerance of the 
Southerner has been falsified. The old myth 
which surrounded Ulster’s former industrial 
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prosperity and the decay in the South no 
‘longer gains credence. We must consider 
ourselves as one nation, not as warring sec- 
tions, and the good of the whole must be 
the end for which we must strive. 


IMPARTIALITY. 


In proposing a vote of thanks to the 
Auditor, Mr. G. O'Sullivan, T.D.. said that 
the Irish people, every time the opportunity 
arose, showed that they had as much grit 
and character as the people of any other 
country. It would be universally acknow- 
ledged that privilege. patronage or advance. 
ment was not on political party lines in An 
Saorstat, and that was the greatest cuarantee 
that could be given to the people of Northern 
Ireland. It could not be said that during 
the nine years the present Government had 
been in existence there had been a differentia- 
tion between party, class, creed. or even sex. 

Through association and political unity the 
minority would realise that it was not party 
that counted in the end; that there was 
something bigger in the world than the 
advancement of one particular party because 
they had one particular belief. They wanted 
the support and co-operation of every person, 
no matter what his religion, class or political 
belief was. Political thought, so far as they 
knew, was shaping in that direction, and 
when Northern Ireland realised that because 
we had based our Government on those prin- 
ciples, and that because of that we had been 
a success, they might possibly come to feel 
that the action of their majoritv was not one 
to lead persons in this State to be too anxious 
to associate with them. 


UNIVERSITY INFLUENCE. 

University representation had been a tre- 
mendous advantage in An Dail, and Trinity 
College, Dublin, representatives had done 
considerable work towards healing old sores 
and minimising differences. Ireland s prospects 
Mere as fair as those of any country in the 
world, and fairer than many of them. 

Mr. Sean McEntee, T.D., in seconding the 
motion, said he thought that the best way to 
solve partition was by pursuing with un- 
diminished fervour our ideals for that political 
State in which we live and for the nation as 
a whole. If we removed all possible excuses 
for unrest and disaffection, and permitted all 
our people to devote themselves whole. 
heartedly to the spiritual and materia! ad- 
vancement of the State, he thought that a 
state of affairs would be brought about that 
would make the North wish to join with us. 

The Rev. Dr. A. Luee, F..T.C.D.. thought 
that instead of having one hundred cadets 
from T.’.D. they should have two hundred. A 
young man did not know what country meant 
until he worea soldier's uniform. He did not 
believe that there would be any political! 
stability until the Opposition party had heen 
in office. It was sound, real democratic 
instinct to give the other party a chance 
He was optimistic as to the future of the 
country. He feared that the cause of liberty 
among us had recently received a grievous 
set-back. It had to be, and most men with 
a stake in the site 8 admired the courage 
of those who imposed restraint, and looked 
forward to the day when it will be possible 
with equal courage to remove the restraint.

WRONG IMPRESSION. 

Several other Councillors having protested 
against the motion, Councillor Jacob said 
that the impression that the resolution was 
simed against religion or politics was a wrong 
impression. He did not see why bitterness 
was introduced into religious matters, Every 
man should have religion. A man without 
religion was like a ship without a rudder. 
A man who had no politics was a dud. But 
he agreed with Councillor Dobbyn tuat the 
Council Chamber was no place for airing 
either. Religion was a very sacred subject. 
They should bs tolerant with one another. 
He reminded the Council that when Président 
Cosgrave camo to Waterford the Chamber of 
Commerce, in spite of the resolution in the 
books debarring political and _ religions 
matters, turned out to welcome the Presi- 
dent, although the President of the Chamber 
of Commerce ws a Protestant.

He had received such a 
lesson to-night.

Trouble in Kashmir. 


An undercurrent of discontent has 
frothed up once more in the State of 
Kashmir. This State is peopled almost 
entirely by Moslems, but its Maharajah, 
Sir Hari Singh, is Hindu, and rules 
through a Hindu “ ascendancy.’’ Rela- 
tions between governed and governing 
classes have been strained for a consider-

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Towards the end of September discontent 
troops put it down, with further loss of 
life. The incident produced a wave of 
excitement throughout Moslem India, and 
early in October came the beginning of an 
effort to reinforce revolutionary sentiment 
in Kashmir. A jatha, or band of Moslem 
demonstrators, tried to cross the border 
from the Punjab, but was foiled by the 
British Indian authorities. Immediately 
afterwards Sir Hari Singh proclaimed an 
amnesty, and it seemed for a short time 
as if the troubled waters were about to 
subside. Peace, however, did not last 
long; for before the end of the month 
fresn bands of Punjabi Mahommedans 
were seeking to force the frontier posts, 
and the Maharajah’s Hindu soldiers were 
compelled to use their rifles again. Unrest 
swept through Kashmir, and the Sialkot 
district of the Punjab, which lies just out- 
side the Kashmiri border, bred a number 
of organisations of ‘‘ Red Shirt ” volun- 
teers, who poured into Sir Hari Singh's 
domain during the early days of this week. 
For a time all trade between Kashmir and 
the rest of India was at a stand-still ; at 
least two thousand ‘ Red Shirts ” were 
taken prisoner, and communal riots suc- 


On Monday last the Maharajah was com- 
pelled to ask for the intervention of 
British troops. Since the military 
authorities have been expecting serious 
trouble in Kashmir for some time past, 
they were ready to make an 
response, and two battalions of infautry 
at present are assisting the Maharajah to

The Free States public opinion is 
definitely hostile to the increased scales 
of charges under the Shannon Scheme. 
These are hard times, and the higher 
charges for electricity will make a small, 
but appreciable, addition to the cost of 
living. In. Dublin the private consumer 
escapes lightly, but in provincial areas— 
where electricity is still an experiment 
and not yet a habit—the increase of 
twenty-five per cenf. may give an un- 
fortunate check to the process of installa- 
tion. The excellence of the Electricity 
Supply Board’s. motives is beyond 
question. These increases indicate no 
failure of its hopes for a large output from 
the Shannon Scheme. In fact, its hopes 


that next year’s output will be 144,000,00U 
units, whereas the continental experts 
said that the scheme would become 
economic with an annual output of 
110,000,000 units. It seems, however, that 
the Electricity Supply Board has decreed 
for itself an extraordinarily strict standard 
of financial security, and that present con- 
sumers must be sufferers for this lofty 
ideal. The Act of 1927 stipulates that 
within a certain period the revenue from 
rates must cover all working costs, interest 
and sinking fund on moneys advanced, 
together with ‘‘ such sums as the Board 
may think proper to set aside ' for reserve 
fund, extensions and other charges. Now 
the Board has decided that, for the fulfil- 
ment of these conditions in 1933-34, an 
immediate increase of rates is necessary. 
Such purism, though it compels our moral 
admiration, may be criticised on two 
grounds. In the first place, it is hardly 
fair that the whole burden of a great and 
permanent enterprise should be put on the 
pioneer consumers: “ what,” as Jobn 
Trumbull asked, “has posterity done 
for us?” In the next place, the 
natural and only sure line of develop- 
ment lies not in increased charges, 
which will restrict the use of Shannon 
current, but in lower charges, which will 
encourage it. At present the public is un- 
easy because it is uninformed. It would 
welcome a detailed report by impartial ex- 
perts upon the finance and prospects cl 
the Shannon Scheme. 
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Miss Salaman's Flight. 


Miss Peggy Salaman’s flight from 
England to the Cape is a triumph of 
courage and persistence. Accompanied by 
Mr. Gordon Store, who acted as navigator 
and engineer, she left Lympne last Friday 
night at 11 o'clock, and reached Cape 
Town at 5.40 yesterday morning. The 
flight—save, perhaps, for one incident— 
was completely uneventful, and for that 
very reason it is something of a mile- 
stone in the history of aviation. Miss 
Salaman set out to reach the Cape in a 
certain space of time. In order to accom- 
plish this feat it was necessary that she 
should arrive at certain stopping-places 
by a certain hour—that she should work. 
as it were, by time-table—and the ad- 
venturers performed their task with 
apparent ease, beating the late Commander 
Kidston’s “ record '” time by 274 hours. 
They were favoured with almost perfect 
weather, and, on Miss Salaman’s own 
admission, could have made still better 
time if they had not slowed down towards 
the end of their journey in order to 
admire the view. The distinction of this 
brilliant flight lies as much in its lack of 
exciting incident as in the absence of fuss 
and noisy preparation, Miss Salaman 
took the whole affair with the utmost cool- 
ness—so coolly that her feat probably will 
be overlooked in comparison with more 
spectacular and less meritorious perform- 
ances. Yet it is by such flights that the 
science and practice of aviation are 
promoted. The dangers of the air, like 
the dangers of the sea, make most noise 
in the world ; but the peaceful voyage by 
air, like the peaceful voyage by sea, is the 
thing that matters.

HE efforts of the British motor trade to 

il capture a bigger share of foreign trade 

in commercial motor vehicles were 

iver a blessing by Mr. P. J. Pybus, the 

Sinister of Transport, at a luncheon in con- 

nection with the opening of the Commercia! 
Motots Exhibition at Olympia to-day. 

Out of the many no applications for 
road service licences which have been heard 
and decided by the Traffic Commissioners, 
Mr. Pybus said, appeals to the Minisie: 
have been lodged in about 500 cases, vf 
which only about 130 have subsequently been 
withdrawn. By the end of October inquiries 
had been held in 186 appeals, and out of the 
108 appeals on which the Minister's decision 
had been announced at that date, 12 resulted 
in orders being made on the Traffic Commis 
sioners to vary their decisions. A _ decision 
has been reached on 28 further appeals, in 
12 of which orders will be made upon the 
Trafie Commissioners, reversing or modify- 
ing their decision in some particular. On the 
introduction of a drastic reform of this kind 
some initial difficulties and problems have 
naturally to be encountered. 


A HEAVY TASK. 


The Traffic Commissioners, he said, have 
had a very heavy task in this first year of 
the operation of the Act. The 13 bodies of 
Area Traffic Commissioners appointed under 
the Act have replaced some 1,300 local 
licensing authorities, to the advantage. he 
.would suggest, of the operators, no less than 
of the general public. The Commissioners 
have made great progress in dealing with the 
difficult problem of the co-ordimation of pas- 
senge: services. By the end of the year they 
will be in a position to deal in greater deta! 
with the linking-up of services, the co-ordina 
tion of fares and time-tables, and other 
matters of a similar nature which await their 
decision. 


THE EXHIBITION. 


Numerova phases of road transport are 
covered by the exhibition. At one end of 
the scale there are the familiar tradqemen 
delivery vans, carrying ten hundred-Weigit, 
and at the other there are huge lorries, with 
| multi-wheeled trailers, capable of transport- 
ing as much as fifty tons. Side by side with 
these goods-carrying vehicles are the latest 
examples for luxurious passenger transport. 
These have grcwn conaideunbly In size since 
the last exhibition in 1929. It has been 
found that the greater the passenger-carrying 
capacity the more economically can the ser- 
vices he operated, always provided that the 
passengers are there to be carried. 

There are vehicles to suit varying require- 
ments. Some are designed for transport over 
trackless deserts and others for use on the 
new highways, which in straightness and 
smoothness show a constant improvement. 

The new passenger-carrying coaches are as 
beautifully fitted as luxurious private 
saloons, and the heavy utility vehicles for 
the transport ot merchandise are immensely 
improved. The 1932 steam wagon is a 
revelation, and bears no comparison with 
vehicles of this description of a few years 
_ago. It is mounted on pneumatic tyres and 
travels as speedily and silently as a vehicle 
of a quarter the size. 


THE OIL ENGINE. 

The rapidity with which the oil engine is 
i being developed is shown bv the fact that 
| no fewer than twelve British makes are 
| exhibited. compared with none two vears 
|ago. Most of the makers of petrol-driven 
vehicles of the larger type offer. as an 
alternative, models fitted with engines of the 
_compression-ignition description, and on all 
sides there is confidence concerning the 
future of the heavy oil engine. 

On the larger passenger coaches there is a 
tendency towards wide front entrances, and 
on double-deckers there are steps to the 
upper deck at the forward end. . Interior 
| fittings are brightened by the use of 
chrominm plate. polished wood, cellulosed 
metal, leather and moquette. The upholstery 
often is of the two-toned variety. consisting 
of cloth or moquette for the main portions, 
with leather at points likely to encounter 
wear. The foundation for the upholstery is 
of varions kinds, ‘but that consisting of 
tubular steel is coming to the front, and it 
enables a comfortable seat to be provided 
with less weight than with the earlier forms. 
The storage of baggage on long-distance 
coaches remains something of a problem. and 
it is being tackled in several different ways. 


A NOVEL VEHICLE. 


A most unconventional exhibit is a pas- 

senger vehicle which breaks away from the 
ordinary in respect of mechanical details and 
body construction, It has a heavy oil engine, 
with six eylinders of the double piston tvpe, 
so that there are twelve pistons, and at two 
thousand revolutions per minute the brake 
horse-power is 120. There are no valves, 
other than valve ports. as the engine works 
on the two-siroke principle. It is to be avail- 
able as a single and a double-decker coach, 
and its production is a notable step forward 
in the application of the heavy oil principle 
to passenger transport. 
_ Several important manufacturers are extend- 
ing the range of their products. For in- 
stance. in addition to Morris vens_ lorries. 
coaches and taxi-cabs, there are Morris double- 
decked ‘buses and fire engines, while Citroen 
products include vehicles of 25 cwt. 33 
ewt., 2 tons, six-wheelers, tractors. and a 
new twenty-seater coach.

This section requires 
that by the vear 1933-34 (or such later 
date as the Minister for Finance may 
appoint) the Board shall be in a position.

VIEWS IN DUBLIN AND 
COUNTRY. 


- 


DISSATISFACTION AND 
SURPRISE, 


It is understood that the increase of 
electricity prices in the Free State will be 
discussed at a meeting of the Council of 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce on 
Monday. 

Business men yesterday were divided in 
their opinions about the increases. They 
will be affected less seriously than the 
private consumers. Among those who rely 
upon electrically-driven machinery, also, 
the dominant feeling was one of relief 
that the rates for motive power were to 
remain unchanged. 

Mr. John F, Maguire, manager of 
Clery’s, Ltd., expressed the opinion to me 
that the increase was dué to prices having 
been too low before, and that it was not 
sufficient to hurt anybody. 

‘The price we are now paying, which 
is very low,’’ he said, “ was an experi- 
mental one. The members of the Board 
did not understand the business, and it 
does not surprise me at all that they 
should have been a bit too optimistic at 
first. Now, in order to make the enter- 
sm remunerative, they find that they 
ave to increase the price. But it is not 
an abnormal increase.”’ 


PAYING TWICE. 


On the other hand, Mr. G. J. 
McEntagart, of McEntagart Bros., Ltd., 
the Dublin motor salesmen, said :—‘‘ I do 
not think that the increase, which is a 
fairly serious one, can be justified. It 
must be remembered that if it were not 
for the Shannon Scheme, we would be 
buying our current from the Dublin Cor- 
poration at cheaper rates even than we 
are paying at present. We have paid for 
the construction of the Shannon plant, 
and now we are being called upon to pay 
more than we should have otherwise done 
for current. 

‘I think that no action should be taken 
until there has been an inquriy by a com- 
mittee of experts. If that happened, I 
feel sure that even if any revision of 
charges was decided upon, it would be on 
different lines to these. 

‘‘ It seems unfair that large consumers 
in Dublin should have to pay the same 
charges as the small consumers in remote 
country districts. That is a matter which 
the Board should seriously consider when 
they are varying scales of charges.”’ 

“It seems to me,” said another 
prominent Dublin business man, ‘‘ that 
the Electricity Supply Board has made 
up its mind that it will show a profit, 
and does not care in the least how the 
consumer. suffers in order that it may 
achieve that end. It is probable that the 
recent crisis in the affairs of the Board 
has caused something of a panic. 

“The progress of the Shannon Scheme 
has now reached such a stage that it is 
doubtful if the change will arrest develop- 
ment to any great extent. The consumer 
will suffer in silence, but it will certainly 
not enhance the Bourd’s prestige.”’ 


ATHLONE. ; 

The news that the price of electricit* 
is to be increased by 25 per cent. cau 
much disappointment among the traders 
and other residents of Athlone. Mr. 8. J. 
McCrann, Chairman of the Urban 
Council, in an interview, said it was 
very disappointing that the E.S.B. were 
obliged to increase the charges. An 
increase of 10 per cent., he added, would 
be considered reasonable. 


CORK. : 

A prominent official of the Ford factory, 
who are the largest private consumers of 
electricity in the country, interviewed as 
to whether the proposed increase in 
charges would: affect the factory, replied 


as thev had received no official notifica- 
tion on the subject. Officials of the 
Electricity Supply Board thought it un- 
likely that there would be any increase 
in the case of this or other factories in 
the city, as the additional 124 per cent.

The only occupants of the building at 
the time of the raid were a postal clerk 
and a postman, who were engaged in the 
sorting office. 

The clerk, in an interview, stated: ‘‘ On 
hearing a knock at the back door I opened 
it, and was confronted by a man with a 
revolver, whose face was masked by a 
handkerchief tied across it, and wearing a 
top coat and a soft hat. It was dark, but 
behind him I could see three other men. 

‘‘ Immediately there was an order of: 
‘Hands up! About turn,’ and I was 
marched into the sorting office, where I 
and the postman were put facing the wall. 

“The party then went through the con 
tents of the bags, which had arrived by 
the -night mail train from Limerick 
Junction at one o'clock. 

“They remained about ten minutes, and 
when leaving by the back door the leader 
remarked to me that they were ‘ looking 
for documents.’ He locked us into the 
sorting room, warning us not to leave for 
half an hour.”

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[ROAD BILL’S EASY 


PASSAGE. 


FROM SCOOTER TO 
MOTOR CYCLE. 


AND FROM TRAFFIC TO 
TRADE. 


By Our Speciat REPRESENTATIVE. 


HE one-way traffic system may be 
highly effective as a means of facilitat- 
ing progress, but no one will deny that it 
tends to rob the highway of much of its 
thrill. The Dail yesterday had the truth 
of this deménstrated when Mr. Mulcahy, 
the Minister for Local Government, steered 
his Road Traffic Bill through the Com- 
mittee stage. | 
The Minister himself belongs to the 
heavy locomotive class, and he is rarely 
prepared to concede the road to rival users 
who wish to travel at a different gait to 
his own. On this occasion, however, it 
seemed that drivers of all models— 
Cumann na nGaedheal, Fianna Fail, 
Labour and Independent—were ready to 
follow along behind him, occasionally 
giving a little tootle on the horn to suggest 
a different path, but leaving the ultimate 
decision to him. Consequently, the steady 
stream of traffic flowed smoothly through 
the sparsely filled House, with only a few 
minor collisions, and even when that irre- 
pressible speedman, Mr. Corry, managed 
to “ cut in ” and dash hither and thither 
for a few minutes, honking violently, 
nobody sustained any hurt. 


A MINIMUM AGE. 


One occasion, on which the Minister was 
induced to concede the road, was when 
some of the cautious drivers on the In- 
dependent benches raised the question of 
the age limit for motor-cycle drivers. What 
is a suitable minimum age? The Minister 
thought—and for that matter still thinks 
-—fourteen. Some deputies thought fifteen, 
others sixteen, while Sir James Craig 
made the statement that boys of eighteen 
or nineteen are more dangerous as a rule 
than the younger ones. 

Mr. Alton, while supporting the demand 
for an increase in the age minimum, made 
it quite clear that boys of fourteen, as he 
saw them, fell into two classes—the 
average type and the type to which the 
Minister, in his own young days, had 
belonged. He had no doubt that the 
latter, at the age of fourteen, would have 
been competent to drive an aeroplane. On 
the other hand, there were men of forty- 
four who were not fit to drive a perambu- 
lator. 

The Minister was still unconvinced ; for 
he had heard no complaints directed par- 
ticularly against boys on motor cycles. He 
traced the development of the modern boy 
from the scooter stage to the fatry-cycle 
stage, and thence through the bicycle 
stage to the motor bicycle stage, which 
apparently occurs at the fourteenth year. 
It seemed a pity to apply artificial restric- 
tions to this natural evolutionary process, 
but Mr. Mulcahy (whose spirit, perhaps. 
had been borne aloft to unusual! flights of 
generosity on the wings of that imaginary 
aeroplane) accepted the amendment. 


BEGINNERS’ LICENCES. 


An interesting little anomaly was re- 
vealed by Mr. Good in the clause demand- 
ing a certificate of fitness before an 
applicant could receive a driving licence. 
In filling up the application form the 
applicant will have to answer a question 
as to whether he has previously driven a 
car. ‘‘ But,” said Mr. Good, “if the 
person said he had not done any driving, 
he could not have a licence. There is no 
way out.” 

Deputies saw the point at once. “ He 
could not learn to drive unless he had a 
licence,” they chanted in chorus. 

“ Exactly,’’ beamed Mr. Good. He went 
on to suggest the inttoduction of special 
‘“ beginners’ licences.”’ 

More difficulties, however, arose over this 
suggestion. The Minister saw the whole 
point of the regulation being vitiated by 
people who had been refused ordinary 
licences making do with beginners’ 
licences. He refused to let Mr. Good 


through. 
A CONFESSION, 


Perhaps, it was the extraordinarily 
friendly atmosphere that pervaded the 
Chamber, or it may have been that his 
secret sin weighed so heavily upon his 
conscience, that he felt the need of a 
confidant; but, whatever the reason, Mr. 
Lemass was impelled during a discussion 
on driving licences to rise from his place 
on the Front Opposition Bench and 
confess to the Minister that, owing to 
delay in the renewal of his licence, he 
had been driving for a month in August 
and September without one. “TI might 
have to do three months’ imprisonment 
for that,” he suggested lugubriously. 
Mr. Mulcahy assured him, however, that 
he would not give him away. 

But even this frank confession did not 
seem quite to satisfy Mr. O'Kelly, who 
sat beside Mr. Lemass, and who may be 
assumed to know him rather intimately. 
He apparently had doubts as to whether 
his colleague possessed a licence at all: 
for he leaned over to question him, and 
the next thing we saw was Mr. Lemass 
producing his licence for his leader's 


inspection. 
PARKED. 


At seven o'clock the wheels of the Traffic 
Bill, which had been rolling ponderously 
along for nearly four hours, came to a 
brief halt in order to leave the new 
Merchandise Marks Bill a clear road. 
Mr. Hugo Flinn rose from the Opposi- 
tion benches to congratulate the Minister 
for Local Government on the generous 
spirit which he had displayed, and the 
Dail turned from traffic to trade. 

It was evident that the unanimity of 
the House had not been dispelled; for 
members of all parties retired in a body, 
leaving Mr. McGilligan to deliver his 
second-reading speech on this important 
measure to an intimate audience, which 
ranged in numbers at different periods 
from seven to a dozen. Mr. McGilligan 
himself preserved the spirit of sweet 
reasonableness by asking members to allow 
the bill a quick passage through that 
stage and inviting numerous amendments 
in committee. Deputies responded to his 
mood, and for the rest of the evening the 
Dail remained a mutual - admiration 
society. '

MILK VENDOR’S DEATH. 


The death of a retail milk vendor, while 
endeavouring to collect milk in a country 
district during Wednesday night, has 
brought home to many the seriousness of 
the dispute.

He went on to make a vigorous attack 
on the proposals for debt revision or can- 
eellation, :nd urged that the United 
States should also withhold further loans 
to Europe and should dissociate itself from 
Allied policies with regard to reparations. 

Mr. McFadden added that German 
reparations, which were dubious both in 
law and morals, were maintained at a 
figure beyond the possibility of payment, 
but upon the basis of these dubious de- 
mands the Allied Governments were invit- 
ing American people to invest 3,000,000,000 
dollars in “ounz Plan Reparation Bonds, 
which represented nothing but the right 
to collect reparations if the United States 
Government could force collection. 

‘The proposed agreement with the 
French, exempting the unconditional 
annuities under the Young Plan from the 
moratorium, ought flatly to be rejected,” 
he added. ‘‘ All support should be with- 
drawn from these European schemes for 
exploiting German war indemnity and 
swindling the American investor.”

IRISH RAILWAY 
UNEASINESS. 


THE RE-GRADING OF 
SIGNAL CABINS.

The situation that has arisen on the Great 
Southern Railways with, regard to the deca 
sion of the company to re-grade signal cabins 
on the Midland section of the system has 
become rather serious. 

Last week the company notified men in 
Grade 2 signal cabins that they were being 
reduced to Grade 3, giving as their reasons 
the economic condition of the railways, and 
the fact that the cabins did not periorm 
the duties which would entitle them to re- 
main in the higher grade. The reduction 
In status carries an automatic reduction of 
5s. per week in wages. 

: The change is to take effect as from Mon- 
ay. 

The National Union of Railwaymen claim 
that the method adopted by the company in 
endeavouring to bring about the change with- 
out complying with the terms of the machi- 
nery for negotiation, and submitting the 
scheme to thé union for consideration was a 
breach of the national agreement. Mr. C. 
D. Watters, Irish organising secretary, 
Naticnal Union of Railwaymen, who was 
then in England, returned to Dublin on 
Tuesday last, and immediately got in touch 
with the company on the matter. Since 
then negotiations have been going on, but 
I learned yesterday that hey have not re 
suited im any satisfaction so far as the 
Union is concerned. 

Mr. Watters informed me yesterday that 
the whole position was most unsatisfactory, 
and that the féeling amongst the men was 
tense. He bélieved, however, that the 
matter could be negotiated amicably and 
without resource to stern measures.

READY. 


The position.apparently is, as stated by 
Mr. Blythe in introducing the bill, that 
the Government desire to have full 
powers to act if, and when, the occasion 
arises. If the British Government sud- 
denly made an order prohibiting or putting 
heavy tariffs on a certain class of goods, 
nothing is more iikely than that cargoes 
of such goods destined for British ports 
should be diverted to Irish ports. It is 
quite conceivable that such — which 
might be more or less easily absorbed by 
the British markets, would, if suddenly 
unloaded here, cause industrial chaos in 
Irish factories engaged in the same pro- 
duction and cause long periods of unem- 
ployment. 

It is to ward off such an undesirable 
development that the Government have 
taken the wide powers given them under 
the Act. 

Fot the present there is no question of 
applying the Act, for instance, to the im- 
portation of cheap clothing from con- 
tinental countries, regarding which a good 
deal of agitation has taken place. The 
view is held that that is a matter as to 
which application should be made to the 
Tariff Eauniedien: Indeed, it is under- 
stood that steps are being taken in that

A party of detectives yesterday visited the 
works of the Progressive Printing Company, 
Dublin, and took away for examination

OBJECTS OF THE 
FIVE-YEAR PLAN. 


IS IT SUCCEEDING? 


_ 


6<é HE Ethics of the Five Year Plan ” 
3 was the subject of a paper by Mr. 
FR. W. Reynolds, Sch. (Mod.), at a 
meeting of the University Philosophical 
Society at Trinity College, Dublin, last night. 
Russia, he said, was at the moment in the 
most putrified state of turmoil that the world 
had ever seen. She was in a state of sweating 
instability, voluntarily entered upon, and in- 
tended merely as a means to an end. Russia 
at the present moment was mad, and it was 
impossible to see into the country with any 
certainty, or realise with confidence the views 
of those who had penetrated her blinding 
“depths. 
No one knew really what was going on 
there except the Russians themselves. There 
were Socialists and Communists the world 
over, and some of these were rabid admirers 
of the Russian plan. Then there were paid 
agitators and the unpaid, who were equally 
enthusiastic emissaries of the U.S.S.R. All 
three preached the gospel with little less than 
fanaticism, and published red or yellow 
pamphlets calling on the workingman to rise 
and bite the hands that fed him. There was 
obviously a well-planned industrial activity 
of enormous scope. 


THREE MAIN OBJECTS. 


Economically, the plan had had three main 
objects: to transform a country predominantly 
agrarian into one predominantly industrial ; 
to reorganise agriculture on the basis of a 
iarge mechanised State and collective farm- 
ing; the improvement of the distributive 
system, cutting out the middleman and plac- 
ing exchange of goods between city and 
village mainly in the hands of co-operators. 
It was astoundingly a far-reaching and un- 
conventional programme, and was not un- 
naturally greeted with the utmost incredulity, 
and even derision, :n other countries. 

On the result of the first two years, the 
Five Years’ Plan was a success. By Ist 
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October, 1930, the production of industry was 
double the pre-war level, and it was hoped 
to increase this by three times during the 
current year. In agriculture, after two years 
of the plan, the harvest was 15 per cent. 
greater than pre-war level. Because the plan 
promised to be brought to a successful conclu- 
sion by 1933 were the people any happier? 
There were no all-powerful trade unions in 
iussia. The party saw to that. Neither 
could the worker go on strike, because it 
entailed loss of civic rights, and even danger 
of death. The worker had no legal redress, 
because the law was subordinate to the 
Courts, and the Courts were staffed by the 
Communist Party. 


STRONGEST TRANNY, 


A population of 130 millions was ruled by 
five millions, who constituted the Communist 
Party. Soviet Russia was one of the 
strongest tyrannies the world had ever 
known. The lives, actions, and even the 
beliefs, of the people were dictated to them 
by an infinitesimal minority. Although it 
was Claimed that there was no unemployment 
in Russia, there were vast numbers of b rs 
there. If the Five Year Plan succeeded in 
tussia it must try to spread. Under the 
Czars, Russia was the most miserable nation 
in the world, but under the Soviet it was 
questionable whether it had yet lost that 
wretched title. Russia had destroyed reli- 
gion as the world knew it, and had set. up in 
its stead a fanatical adoration of the State.

N the resumption of the Committee 
ar of the Road Traffic Bill, 
, 

Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY (F.F.y Dublin N.) 
moved the deletion of Sub-section ó, Section

A certain 
percentage: might be arranged to rover the 
expenses of the various bodies, end also the 
superannuation attributable to the Road 
Fund, which would also be pavable out of 
the Exchequer from the percentage received 
out of the Road Fund.

BOY MOTOR DRIVERS. 


On the section which fixes fourteen years 
as the lowest age at which a driving licence 
for a motor vehicle can be issued, 

Mr. J. GOOD (Ind., County Dublin) moved 
an amendment to raise the minimum age to 
fifteen. He thought the age of fourteen 
altogether too low, and in the general in- 
terests of road users the age should be a 
little higher. He suggested fifteen in his 
amendment, but if the House decided on a 
higher minimum he would be with them. 

Mr, ALTON (Ind., Dublin University) sug- 
gested that the age be fixed at sixteen. The 
average boy of fourteen had not adequate 
nerve control to handle a motor vehicle. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) agreed 
that the physical and mental ability of the 
average boy of fourteen or fifteen to control a 
motor did not justify the granting of a licence 
at that age. 

Mr. G. WOLFE (Cn.G., Kildare) supported 
the amendment, and said that there were 
just as many girls as boys driving cars at an 


early age. Fourteen or fifteen was entirely 
too young to grant licences. | 

Mr. J. X. MURPHY (independent, County 
Dublin) suggested sixteen years as a limit. 

Mr. 8. T. O’KELLY (F.F., North Dublin) 
supported the plea that the minimum be 
sixteen, but hoped that that would not 
deprive boy messengers in the Post Office ol 
their employment as motor cyclists. 

The Minister said that they had agreed on 
the age of fourteen, because that had been 
the age up to the present, and the informa- 
tion that the authorities had actually showed 
that no traffic accidents arose out of motors 
driven by boys of that age.

That person was 1n charge of a 
lump of metal flung along at 40 to 50 miles 
an hour. and he should not he allowed in 
charge of such a weapon among the public. 

‘Vou know of cases where a man goes 
out to dinner, and when leaving a friend's 
house he is a little bit ‘fresh.’ That man 
is a danger.’ 

Sir JAMES CRAIG said that the man 
who was half-drunk was even a _ greatel 
danger than the man who was drunk. 


INCREASING. THE PENALTY. 
Mr. FINLAY (C. na nG., Dublin Co.) 


caid that the very nature of the offence 
made it a most serious matter, and he 
thought there was a lot to be said for pre 
scribing atitomatie imprisonment for a second 
offence. He would be in favour of making 
the penalty imprisonment for six months. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said that 
the penalties prescribed were maximum 
penalties, and the judge had discretion to 
impose any penalty that he thought fit. 
There should be no discretion allowed in 
respect of a second offence. The penalty 
should be imprisonment. 

Mr. FLINN. (F.F., Cork) said that he 
thought Deputy Finlay’s suggestion of auto- 
matic imprisonment was an excellent one.

The Minister said that, as the bill stood 
there was no discrimination between the 
classes of drivers, and he proposed to leave 
the penalties of £50 and £100 fines in respect 
of first and second offences; and also the 
terms of three months’ and six months’ im- 
prisonment to stand. He was inclined to the 
view of Deputy Thrift, that they should 
leave to the discretion of the judge to say 
whether, having regard to all the circum- 
stances, the case was one for imprisonment. 
That was a point that deputies could consider 
between this and the Report stage. - 

Mr. DAVIN asked would the Minister leave 
the House to decide on a free vote whether 
there should be compulsory imprisonment for 
a second offence. 

The Minister said that he would leave the 
matter to a free vote. 

The section as amended was carried. 


PRODUCTION OF LICENCES. 


Mr. GOOD (Ind., Co. Dublin) pointed out 
that in cases where a motorist was stopped 
by a Guard and found to be driving without 
his licence he was allowed three days, under 
the present bill, in which to secure and 
present in person the licence at an arranged 
place. Where this happened when a motorist 
was in a part of the country distant from 
his home three days was too short a period, 
and he moved an amendment extending the 
days of grace to seven. 

The MINISTER said that drivers were ex- 
pected to have their licences with them when 
driving, and he thought three davs sufficient 
time to allow the licence to be produced. 

In deference to further pleading by Mr. 
GOOD, the MINISTER promised to consider 
tne matter before the Report stage, and the 
amendment was withdrawn. 

Major MYLES (Ind., Donegal) said that 
there was nothing in the bill to prevent 
persons on the other side of the border 
from borrowing Free State licences. 


SPEED LIMITS. 

Section 42 regulates the speed limits of 
heavy motor vehicles fitted with pneumatic 
tyres and in the public service at 15 and 
25 miles an hour respectively, according to 
the class of vehicle. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) suggested 
that the speed limits should be 20 miles in 
urban and 30 miles in rural areas. 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Ind., Dublin Mhiv.) 
sald that it was more dangerous to drive at 
|) to 15 miles an hour in congested areas 
than to drive at 25 miles an hour in less 
congested places. He would be satisfied if 
& provision was inserted to prevent driving 
in a manner dangerous to the public 

Major MYLES (Ind., Donegal) said that 
as a general rule the stretches of road which 
lent themselves to speed were long, straight 
stretches, without any cross-roaus or 0 
roads leading into them. Driving at fase 
speeds on ihese roads was not dapgerous to 


| the public, and it would be better if the bill 


dealt with those who drove to the danger 
of the public 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, South) said 
that the ‘buses were generally driven by 
people much more experienced than the 
drivers of private cars. The putting down 
of maximum speeds in the bill would be of 
no Value at all, but would obtrude the wrong 
idea into the minds of the people responsible 
lor the enforsing of the Act. © What they 
wanted to avoid was not fast driving, but 
dangerous or reckless driving. No one had 
any objection to speed in itself. if it was 
not one rcus to the general public or con- 
ducive to accidents. He suggested 30 m.p.h. 
as a speed limit, which, he said, would not 
result in damage to public safety or to the 
roads. 


“LEFT STANDING.” 

Professor THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Univ.) 
opposed the removal of the speed limit, and 
gave instances where he had heen ‘left 
standing still” when travelling on roads at 
40 m.p.h. by heavy lorries and ’buses. 

Mr. FINLAY (Govt., Dublin South) said 
that a good case existed for fixing a apeed 
limit for ‘buses. but he would not he in 
favour of imposing any speed limit on heavy 
vehicles if it could not be enforced. The 
speeding of ‘buses was mainly due to rival 
lines, and the spectacle of two ‘buses racing 
along the roads at 60 miles an hour to pick 
up the man at the next croas-rond was a 
common one. The people mainly responsible 
for that were the owners of the ‘buses, who 
drew up the time tables compelling the 
drivers to make these speeds. 

Mr. P. W. SHAW (Govt., Longford- 
Westmeath) suggested a conference with the 
"bus-owners with the object of arriving at an 
agreed apeed limit. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Govt.. South Dublin) 
said they could regulate the traffic of ‘buses 
and motor cars by the imposition of still 
heavier fines. and if the offence waa repeated 
imprisonment should he inflicted. The dancer 
spots on all roads should he well marke#, 
even to the point of illumination, and this 
especially applied to the parts of the main 
road’ where hy-roads came in on them 

The MINISTER said there was no doubt 
that the heavy motor vehicle: traffic necessi- 
tated the imposition of a speed limit, because 
it was a danger. In the case of heavy 
lorries, he was disposed to leave the speed 
limit as it remained in the bill, but in the 
case of the lighter vehicles it might he pos- 
sible to raise the limit. He thought that the 
Minister should have power to vary the 
speed limits with changing conditions, but 
that would only he done after a resolution 
had heen passed by bhoth Houses. He would 
not differentiate between the limits fixed for 
urhan and rural areas. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork) said that the 
trafic of heavy motor vehicles, especially 
those which had not pneumatic tyres, great]: 
damaged the roads. He thonght they should 
he made to bear the capital charge of prepar 
ing these roads and repairing them. He was 
not against the *buses, and he did not want 
to see them restricted unecessarily. 

Alderman CORISH (labour, Wexford) sug- 
gested that the fixing of a speed limit in 
urban areas should he left to the local autho- 
rities and the Civic Guards. 

The MINISTER said that the 
would be considered.

A FAR-REACHING 
MEASURE, — 


Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, moved the second reading of 
the Merchandise Marks Bill. The principle of 
the measure, he said, would he acceptable to 
all parties, and might be discussed with 


matter 


ce in greater value on the Committee stage, when 
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he would welcome amendments. The princi- 
pal Act congerning Merchandise Marks dated 
from 1887, and there had since been three 
further measures—in 1891, 1909 and 1911. The 
principal Act was limited in scope, as it only 
concerned false representation of the country 
of origin. It might, for instance, have been 
Leld that false advertisement of goods did 
not form an offence. There had been an 
amendment of the Act in England in 1926, 
which, of course, did not apply 
here. This tll went further than 
the English Act. ‘The measure referred 
not merely to false description of goods, but 


proposed that a description of origin must , 
be attached to certain classes of goods. | 


With regard to every other class of goods 
imported, application should be made to a 
Commission, that goods to be allowed in 
must have a definite indication of origin. 

Further, provision was made regarding 
false representation to cover designation and 
country, bills, bili-heads, advertisements or 
other documents. Any restriction order made 
as the result of an apriication to the Com- 
mission would come before the Executive 
Couneil and the Dail, and would hold unless 
negatived by thé Dail. The measure re 
ferred not merely to importation, ut to 
ale, Under the 1887 Act goods might be 
lrought in improperly described; and the 
marks could he obliterated before sale. 

Representation had been made to nim that 
complete prohibition should be male cf goods 
from outside designated with Irish place 
rames or trade marks. In this connection 
certain names by trade usage had lost their 
local significance. For instance, the name 
‘Balbriggan’ had acquired a certain signi- 
ficance. Thev should exempt goods bearing 
rames which had lost their local sigmficance. 
They were asked also to prohibit the use of 
Irish emblems on imported goods. There was 
no objection to prohibiting them, if there 
was no clear indication of the country 
of origin. 


IRISH LINEN FROM CHINA, 
Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin $.) said that 


he regarded the bill as a most disappointing 
measure It went to some extent in the 
direction sought for, the protection of Irish 
industries, but it did not go far enough. 
Ha said that the clear course they had to 
take was to make it as difficult as possible 
for anyone to deceive the intending pur 
chaser as to place of origin of any class of 
goods. They should definitely bar goods 
imported bearing such marks as the Sham 
rock or Harp. the appearance of which 
tended to mislead the purchasers, and 
furthermore, there should be a clear indica- 
tion concerning the materials contained—say, 
in cloth offered for sale. The clause dealing 
with false representation should be consider- 
ably extended to make the measure stronger 
Mr. Lemass mentioned an instance where 
in Donegal Irish linen, which had been em- 
broidered in China, was offered as Irish 
hand-embroidered linen. The definition was 
right as far as it went; it was Irish linen, 
but it was embroidered in Chima. | 


PRAYER-BOOKS FROM SAXONY. 
Mr. A. ANTHONY (ind. Lab., Cork) 
welcomed the bill, and pointed to the use 
of Praver-books in the Free State which 
were not printed at home.
